SHARE LIQUOR PROFITS 


EDMONTON, June  27.—Profits 
from the sale of liquor by the Alber- 
ta government will not be shared 
with municipalities, Premier - Brown- 
iee definitely and positively told 2 
delegation from the. Alberta Unioz 
of Municipalities that waited upon 
him Friday mornizg. 

The delegation, which was adea 
by the Union’s new president, Fred 
J. White, presented the resolutions 
passed at this week’s convention, lay- 
‘ng special emphasis on a number of 
desired amendments to the towns act, 
the net purpose of which would be to 
clarify certain concerning 
Which, it was claimed, there is now 
some doubt. One of the mest im- 
vortant changes asked for was an in- 
crease in the period of residence ne- 


. clauses 


lief, raising the present three months 
to a full year. 

It was stated as the feeling of the 

municipalities’ organization that the 
government should share with the 
local governing bodies thé annual 
profits accuring from the sale. of 
liquor, the present retention” of the 
entire profits by the government be- 
ing regarded as unfair and a hardship. 
The premier declared, however, that 
no division such as asked for will be 
made, The government, he said, 
disapproves of such a policy and does 
not anticipate making any change in 
the existing system.

New Era Is ‘Visualized In “Second 
; Volume Of Simon Report ~, _ 
India, with its teeming millions, its 
history stretching back into dim 
antiquity, ever a story of division dnd 
differences, its many religions, is vis- 
ualized in the second volume of the 
Simon report as ultimately one strong 
unified nation occupying an impor- 
tant place among the British com- 
monwealth of nations. CA, 

Although the process may ‘take 
many years, the report foresees India 
eventually welded into one great 
confederacy under a federal govern- 
ment to which not only British In- 
dia, with the exception of Burma, 
but also the: individual Indian states 
under native rulers would adhere. 

In the meantime the report recom- 
mends the building of a federation 
founded on the eight governors’ prov- 
inces. The remaining governor’s prov- 
ince, Burma, wotld be entirely sep- 
arate from India. ‘ 

“The provincial governments would 
be the schools in which the training 
of the Indians in self government 
would be continued. A constitutional 
framework would be set up for the 
provinces by a .revised India Act, 
which would be broad enough to per- 
mit of adjustments to meet the 
varied requirements of the different 
provinces and permit of the unhinder- 
ed or uninterrupted growth to com- 
plete responsible government.

Every day, in a variety of publica- 
tions,’ we are reminded that if Cana- 
da is to develop into a well-rounded 
nation with prosperous and well-to#} 
do citizens, she must look not only 
to her wheat crop with its strange 
vicissitudes, but also to every other 
industry, whichis capable of being 
organized and made into a profitable 
venture, This is sound advice. Man 
“|eannog live by bread alone, nor can 
a nation. progress if she depends 
upon only one source “of wealth. 

It is time that this lesson was 
brough; home to our people, as far 
as the coal situation, particularly in 
Western Canada, is concerned. Here 
we have an almost inexhaustible 
asset which is. being left unaided, 
unsupported and uncared for. ‘Do 
our readers realize that in the pro- 


vince of Alberta there is 85 per cent}: 


of. Canada’s .coal supply, and that this 
represents almost 20 per cent of the 
world’s supply?- The Geological De- 
partment of the University of Alber- 
ca has estimated that. in Atberta 
there are deposits totalling over 27 
billion tons. Do our ‘readers further 
cealize, that’ as one writer :puts it: 
“The capital employed in ccal min- 
ing is greater than in any other 
branch of mining, and that it repre+

Pulsating Stars 


Theory Advanced That Certain Stars | 
Do Not Rotate 


“A theory that certain stars do not 
| rotate, is presented to the American | 
| Association for the Advancement. of’

pulsate, that is, which expand and 
contract.

The Call That 
Genesis 12.1-3. — Some inward sug- 
gestion or some outward event con- 
vinced Abraham (who is called 
Abram in the early chapters of 
Genesis), that.he was.called by God 
to leave his country, and his kindred, 
‘and his father’s house (cumulative 
expressions which show how much 
Abraham had to lose in obeying the 
command), and go to the land that 
God would show him. The goal is 
definitely stated in verse five as the 
land of Canaan. The writer of. our ac- 
count did not imagine that God spoke 
to the outward ear, any more than 
does the oriental of the present day, 
“God has spoken to me” is a com- 
mon Arab phrase today when a man 
feels a .deep impression in his soul, 
“Under the eerie statement ‘Jeho- 
vah said,’ there are probably hidden 
years of questioning and meditation: 
God’s revelation of Himself to Abra- 
ham in all probability passed through 
the preliminary, stages of surmise 
and doubt ahd mental conflict. But 
once assured that God was calling 
him, Abraham responded quickly and 
resolutely. ”’__Marcus Dods. ' He was 
sure that God had_a plan for his life, 
and he acted upon his belief. 

God's call to separation was a 
necessary condition of blessing. ‘I 
will make of thee a great nation, and 
I will bless thee, and make thy name 
great”—this.is. the reat thought 
that runs through the whole book of 
Genesis.
